The Sam Francisco Cali of last 
Sunday gays: An eastern paper 
expresses the belief that the days 
of cheap beef have gone by. The 

ncipal reason for this belief is 
fact that the best grazing lands 
of the West are occupied to such an 
ga — the — — = pand 
n proportion to ncrease of pop- 
ulation. The farmers who raise, 
grain have also begun to crowd 
u the ranchmen who raise cat- 
tle. Ase beef depends mor og 
upon free feed for growing cattle, it 
must follow that as land is wanted 
for agricultural purposes there will 
be less for the ranchmen to use free 
of cost, and consequently an in- 
creased expense in raising cattle. 
The rapid increase in population in 
the United States, resulting as ft 
must in an advauee in the price of 
what are now cheap lands, will soon 
solve the food problem as it presents 
itself to Europe. While we shall 
continue to export grain and pro- 
visions for years to come, the in- 
creased home demand will reduce 
our surplus for export. The growth 
of our manufacturing interests, af- 
fording occupation to so large « 
portion of our people in other pur- 
suits than agriculture, iusures the 
permanence of the home market.

THE CASTOR BEAN. 


The Caster O11 Plant asa Fiy Ex- 
terminator. 


Observations made by M. Ragord, 
a member of the Society d’ Horti- 
culture at Limoges, show that a 


castor-oil plant baving been placed 
in a room infected with flies, they 
disappear as by enchantment. 
Wishing to find the cause he soon 
found under the castor-oil plant a 
number of dead flies, and a large 
number of bodies had remaiued 
clinging to the under surface of the 
leaves. It would therefore appear 
that the leaves of this plant give 
out an essential oil, or some toxic 
principle which possesses very 
strong insecticide qualities. Castor- 
oil pla ats are in France very much 

as ornamental plants in rooms, 
as they resist very well variations 
of atmosphere and temperature. As 
the castor-oil plant is very much 
gromn and cultivated in all gardens, 
a Paris journal points out that it 
would be worth while to try decoc- 
tions of the leaves to destroy the 
green flies and other iusects that in 
Summer are so dertructive to plants 
and fruit trees. Anyhow, M. Ra- 
rd’s observrtions merit that trial 
should be made of the properties of 
the castor-vil plant, both for tie 
destruction of flies in dwellings and 
of Other troublesome insects.
